Proposed Conversion oS Man- 
obeslter info a Seaport. 

(From tho Louilon Iron.) 

This is the age of iniinenso engineer- 
ing eiiterpiisos, and. with telegraph 
cbmtQ'utiidation'- - litera,lly extfinding 
from "China to Peru," the Mediter- 
ranean and tho Indian Ocean connect;- 
ed by an artiticial water-way, and Eng- 
glaiul and Franco iu a fair way of ho- 
iiig united by a tunnel, tho prajeefc of 
turning Cottonopolis into a seaport 
oahiiot seem such a great matter as it 
would have appeared a generation ago. 
Indeed, just a century has 'elapsed 
sincu tho people of Glasgow, cautious: 
ly and tentativoly, as it is tho wont of 
tlieir couu rynien, commenced 1^ stmfc^ 
lar undertaking, wliich has become a 
great success, largo ships now coming 
up into that city and discharging at a 
wliarfagii wluch extends upwiird of 
three mtlts, tho hiirbor dues bringing 
in a clear ineouie to the corporation of 
at least $7.')l),(i(i(l a year, after provid- 
ing for dredging and all other ex-, 
pcnses. Tlie promoters of the Man- 
chester schenio propose to' Htrengtheuj 
deepen and widen the river Irwell 
from below the town ilowiiward to its 
injunction with tho ilorsoy,and to ap- 
ply tho same prqcegs^te^tha.latter river 
thence to' below -Liverpool. Thus " a 
tidal channel will be provided from 
tho vicinity of ]Mancliosti r to the sea, 
thirty-three miles in length, two. hun- 
dred in width, with a niinimuin depth 
of twenty-two feet.

To fail to ncbiove sucoesa. has been 
the lot of many a noble and brave na- 

tiuo, UiifoieBccn circumBtanooB ottou 
tlnvail plans coucoived in wisdom and 
essayed with daring. Defeat in .such 
cases ia honorable even as victory; and 
the Yanqnishod lay down their arms, 
pobsesbiug their own and thoir victors' 
respect. The Walkem Ministry have 
been defeated; but do laurels adorn 
their brows'? Can oven an anxious 
memory lay a singhi deed of prowess 
to their charge? No! No record but 
that of disgrace; no trophy but that of 
senility attaches to their career; and 
they are now hurled from thoir high 
places carrying with them the anathe- 
ma of an outraged people whoso coun- 
try they have brought to ruin. A review 
of the auspicious circumstances at- 
tendant upon their accession to power 
only portrays more vividly the inca- 
pacity of the country's lato leaders, 
while their base and corrupt j)racticcs 
of office, and thoir self-soeidng ag- 
grandizement to the almost life l)ii;jn- 
dice of the country, provo them to bo 
perfidiously criminal. Whon tlioy took 
the reins of ollico the credit of tho 
country was good and the public purse 
was not yet empty ; the prospect of a 
bright future dawned upon us; all re- 
joiced at the abundant harvest which 
promised to reward the patience and 
tho hopes of tho people. Under tho 
"Walkem Winistry these conditions 
Boou changed; but little recked 
they the country's loss while they 
fattened at iho public crib. Fcuiriiig 
to lose their portfolios and Walkem's 
Cabinet porqvd>iies by au appeal to the 
couuli-y on terms proposed bumo two 
years ago, they have del.ijod Main- 
land Kailway actual construction with 
the contingent expenditure of two 
million dollars annually for two years, 
and have jeopardized the very exist- 
ence of tho iHlanJ Kailwiiy. The less of 
tke COOBtry is incalculiiblo! Better n luiii- 
dreri times over to '^avo peuHiuiied o\u- 
tricky, uusorupulouB Ministry than that 
tlioy, by their inBane greed, shouH have 
acBompliahed the desolation of the conn- 
try thov were elected to serve. A petty 
thief is coudomned to tho prison— perhaps 
to tho Hoourge; but how can wo ineto out 
the sulUcient deserts of these wholesale 
pluudorersV Tlu) vatit expeuditiuo bv 
the Lands and Works Depurtment is iu 
kind, althongh not in degree, eqnally re- 
prehensible as is their Kailway refusing 
policy. Serious as is tho subject, it yet 
affords in the person of the ex-G. C. of L. 
& W. an amusing illustration to show 
that one may bo proverbially mean in 
parting with one's own moiioy but like a 
prince when squandering other peupJe'ti. 
Paradoxical as it may appear, close rea- 
sonint; might trace Mr. Beaven's idicsyu- 
orasy to cauao and efifect! Debateablo as 
mav be tlio propriety of spending such 
largo sums of money and thereby reduc- 
ing Ihu Provincial levenao, yet an iiitel ■ 
lig'Mit mind will admit that mr,m>y so ex- 
pended should be in works of Provincial 
benefit. It is notoriously the .mbject of 
com ment those who are iu (Jiiposition to 
be informed thereon, that huudroils of 
th Mis.iu Is of dollars of the public herit- 
age havi! been rocklossly squandered. To 
retain power was the Ministerial motto, 
and for tliis oud only did they undertake 
works. A political partisan was to b(> re- 
-warded or to bo inailo and a few tliouHuinl 
dollars stood not in tho way; bridges were 
built where there will be no travel; roads 
constinctcd where thereoan be no traffic, 
and in some cases in positions where the 
winter rains have already obliterated thi' 
very marks of tho workmen— and of tliese 
boasted "highways," as of tho late Minis 
try — it may truly be said "tho jilace that 
once knew" them now knows them no 
more." The few works of real utility to 
tho country undertaken were bo erroneous 
in tho gpocifications as to entail, by mi n- 
isterial bungling, a cost altogether dis- 
proiiortionate to thfir magnitnd(\ The 
Lands and Workh depin-tmenl was a lin,L;e 
wen on thi! body politic and Mr. Beaven 
was the centre pimple. 

Mr. Walkem, tho ex Premier, has had 
golden opportunities to gain for himself 
a name ana position, and for his conn- 
try prosperity. To ti'iiiporarily secure 
tho otnolumenlH of ollioe, to air Ins 
ponipuons littli; di^;nity aiiHm^rst his 
betters and to (lissip;ite for a brief season 
in the Eiigli.sLi uii-t ropolis ho Hacrifleed 
everything. A man who has made such 
an abuse of power should not and must 
never again be entrusted with public oon- 
fidonco.
